Zt is always difficult In reading the work of a 
man who has lacked the education we usually 
associate with literary pursuits to avoid qualify¬ 
ing our praise with words such as “when one 
considers the disadvantages under • which the 
writer has Is bored, etc.." and so “damning with 
faint praise." And we are under special tempta¬ 
tion to do this with the Bttrtck Shepherd, whose 
opportunities of learning were not a tithe of those 
of Burns. I im Inclined to think that one 
obvious lesson from Hogg la that the art of good 
English writing Is within the reach of any In¬ 
telligent person of perseverance who will " read. 
mark, learn, and inwardly digest” a few good 
books thoroughly and diligently practice. But to 
this in "Ktlmeny" we have to add the touch of 
genius and at once m aking the 

peculiar atmosphere of the poem and by definite 
choice and rejection giving to Be parts their fit¬ 
ness and to the whole its strange Impressiveness. 

"THIS CBl'BLLY WITTY MAOAEINE** 

Hogg's wit step waa his connection with 
Blackwood's, “this cruelly witty Magazine," as a 
lady of the day called It In her letter. He waa 
one of the “petulant young men" who founded 
and established “Mags." whose honorable cover 
remains unchanged after a hundred and four- 


painful. the mental atmosphere they breathe, the 
struggles of themselves and their fellows, political, 
economic, domestic, all. indeed, that goes to make 
up that mingling of tragedy and comedy we cin 
life, these are what make the poet and mark the 
difference between him and a merely facile 
rhymester. 

James Hogg was a poor man's eon. True, hie 
name la a sadly corrupted version of Haig, and 
the Haigs were, and still are. an honored and 
powerful folk In Tweeddale. For generations hla 
paternal ancestors had been respected dependents 
of Border lairds. His father having saved money 
as a shepherd rented a farm and prospered until 
one of those sea so nal depr es s ions that even than 
haunted a profit-hunting world brought his hopes 
to the ground and left him a ruined man. He 


B Y A LONELY loch in the southern uplands of 
Scotland sits carved In stone the figure of a 
man wrapped in a shepherd s plaid with a collie 
at his feet. For seventy years that figure has re- * 
minded the visitor to 8t. Mary's Loch of him who 
has made so long aa our language shall endure 
the Vales of Ettrlck and Yarrow sacred to lovers 
of Nature and the pastoral-life. Overshadowed by 
the greater genius of Burna. hla poetic gifts were 
duly honored to relation to the national Bard of 
Scotland at a Burns Anniversary dinner in Lon¬ 
don three years before hla death.

The end came rattw 
quickly and he waa fortunately spared the llngel 
ing weakness that so deeply affected Scott In W 
last days. After three weeks* confinement to M 
he passed away at Altrlve. the tittle farm give 
him at a nominal rent years before by the Dul 
of Buccleuch. How deeply he valued the hon 
thus permanently assured him we learn from h 
own words: "Never waa a more welcome boon cotf 
ferred on an unfortunate wight, aa It gave n 
once more a habitation among my native mod 
and streams, where every face was that of a frier 
and each house waa a home.”

Robert Burn# had been dead a year when one 
day aa ha waa herding sheep on the heathery 
gbove O™ 11 ! 1 ** Burn a casual visitor, hall- 
daft Jock Scott, recited to him “Tam o' 8henter." 
Hogg had never even heard of the Ayrshire Bard, 
and hie enthusiasm wae unbounded. Over and 
over again the tale of Tam's mischances waa re¬ 
peated till he knew it by heart. The incident was 
the turning-point in his life. Henceforth his 
ambition was to be a poet, another Burns, but 
bard of hla native bills and vales. 

Vsitch tells us how "on a summer day. you 
would find him on the hill, a ruddy-faced youth, 
of middle height, of finely symmetrical and agile 
form, with beaming light blue eyes, and a pro¬ 
fusion of light brown hair that fell over his 
shoulder*, long, fair, and lissome a* a woman's. 
.... In those long summer days that extend 
from morning to gloomin' . , . this simple, un¬ 
taught. yet impassioned shepherd lad. with hla 
heart full of the lore hie mother and grey-halted 
men had taught him. developed the peculiar 
cast of hla poetic genius.

A FECI LI AH FASCINATION 

James Hogg was bom in 1770. the son of a 
farmer In the Vale of Ettrlck. The Vale Is one 
of three or four parallel valleys that contain 
rivers or "waters." as they are locally called, 
flowing on the south side of the Tweed, with 
which sooner or later they Join themselves. Ettrlck 
Water la never more than four miles from Yarrow 
Water to the north or five from that stream's 
expansion In St. Mary s Loch. The valleys are 
bounded by low. rolling hills, grassy for the most 
part, but with "straggling copses of penelvd^ 
birks, creeping upward from the valleys, or nest¬ 
ling green In some shady, stream-watered dell 
on the bare hillside." Washington Irving. In a 
celebrated passage in Lockhart's "Life of Scott." 
tells how disappointed he waa with this type of 
scenery as be saw It round Abbotsford and Ashes- 
ttel. looking to vain, aa he did. for all those 
romantic features he had mentally pictured from 


To this delightful description I may add mj 
own recollections of that type of scenery, alight 
aa they were yet all ths mors excellent testimony 
for that, for before I had read a page of Scott or 
had even heard of the Ettrlck Shepherd, I had 
learned the fascination of the hills, glens and 
"water*" between Berwick and Dunbar, and. in 
the west, of the hill country behind Qatehouae- 
of-Fleet, i Long years afterwards I recognised with 
a physical thrill the likeness to those southern 
upland^ in the sweeping curving outlines, the in¬ 
numerable glens, and even the still visible wind¬ 
ing sheep-paths of earlier days, of the grassy 
flowery, bordering ranges of tbs Santa Clara 
Valley in California. 

THE MAKING OF A POET 

"Post" la only the Oreek word for “maker" 
Anglicised, and our Teutonic ancestors called their 


There waa close to hla father's clay and straw 
cottage a school, and to this young Hogg went 
for a few weeks In his sixth year to learn to read 
the Shorter Catechism and the Book of Proverbs. 
Thw next winter he returned to study—among 
other things. 1 suppose—the art of writing, and 
there and then concluded all the schooling he 
ever had to bis life, a bare alx months! But he 
went from the formal school to the larger school 
of Nature. What though hla shirts were ragged 
and he knew at times what It eras to lack food 
and yet be constrained to work on: hla heart was 
cheerful and brave. He made hla bed In byres 
and stables, but hla days were spent among tha 
hills, where there surrounded him on every hand 
the traditions and legends hs had learned from

and James Hogg departed from the life in whW 
he had found so much innocent enjoyment. 

I have spoken specially of hla "Kilmeny," b 
there are other pieces In "The Queen'a Wak. 
worthy of notice, and everywhere throughout 
and hla other poems of subsequent date there a 
beautiful things. Hla songs, too. are still b 
loved of hla countrymen. "When the Kye Com 
Hame." “Bonnie Prince Charlie." "Flora Ma 
donald'a Farewell." and the Inimitable "Dona 
Macdonald" are among hla finest. Hla Hlghlai 
ones are full of vigor and emotion; indeed It 
told that one be contributed to a collection 
old Jacobite ballads eras picked out by a not 
critic aa one of the best examples of a really c 
tong, much to Hogg's amusement 1 Best of a 
there U not In all his work the slightest trace 
imitation of Burns. 6ome of hla subject* wel 
suggested by Scott's Work and that of others, bj 
even then hla treatment of them la entirely 1 
own. and his style Is unique. 

Let the Shepherd bid farewell to the words 
one of hla own songs: 

"Though I waa wayward, you were kind. 
And sorrowed when I went astray; 

For. oh! my strains were often wild 
Aa winds upon a winter day. 

If e'er I led you from the way. 

Forgl'e your minstrel since for a*; 

A tear fa's wl* his parting lay— 
Good-night, an* joy be wl' you a*.**
